1936  production  was  short.  It  was  sup¬ 
plemented  by  carryover  of  Timothy, 
Bluegrass  and  Redtop.  Now  it  is  some¬ 
what  neutralized  by  imports  of  unusu¬ 
ally  high  grade  clover.  Prices  at  plant¬ 
ing  time  will  be  the  compromise  route 
laid  down  by  the  impact  of  these  two 
forces  on  each  other.  In  general,  the 
areas  west  of  the  Appalachians  are 
arrantly  bullish,  with  the  sky  as  the 
limit,  largely  occasioned  by  the  feeling 


that  government  payments  will  cause  an 
unusual  demand  for  seed  aside  from 
the  normal  and  aside  from  the  efifects 
of  the  drought.  The  consuming  East 
on  the  other  hand,  is  much  more  cau¬ 
tious.  It  prefers  to  wait  and  see  which 
way  the  cat  jumps.  Only  time  will  tell.
